OnmnDecember 28, 1970,the Civil 
Service Commission lowered the 
height requirement for policemen 
在 6 578” to 5?7”. The change， 
supported by minority communi- 
ties such as the Latinos，Chinese 
and Blacks. was Passed despite 
stronmg Opposition 人 from the San 
Francisco Police Officers Associa- 
tion and a weak recommendation 

.人 om Police Chief Al Nelder and 
the Police Commission that the 
height requirement of 578”” be 
Waived only im special cases of 527?” 
and above with “exceptional quali- 
fications”and only foramaximnurm 
of 和 ve per cent of the total police 
forceof 1800. 

The decision brought to an end 
the effort of J. 玉 . Choy, president 
of the Greater Chinatown Com- 
munity Service Association， to 
lower the _ height requirement. 
Choy, in aletter to Chief Nelder on 
Juy 13，1970, made the request， 
citing New York City as a prece- 
dent. At that time, Nelder prom- 
ised investigation into the matter. 
No action was taken until a sensa- 
tional news story about Fred Lau， 
5 7 攻 ”， broke out on the frontpage 
of the Chronicle on December 18， 
1970. Lau passed the rigid written 
examination，but was disqualified 
because he was three-quarters of an 
ich short of the minimum height. 
Wearing a_ gun throughout the 
hearing， Captain George _Eimil， 
director of police personnel, repre- 
sented Chief Nelder before the 
_Civil Service Commission in Pre- 
Senting the Police Commission's 
recommendation and in statinag 
that “the larger the officer, theless 
chance of his being assaulted.”This 
Position was seriously questioned 

_ by Commissioners Molinari and 
Wada and by minority Tepresenta- 
tives, who felt that frequently the 
manner im which policemen con- 
ducted themselves provoked as- 
sault, and that size had little 证 any 
relevance. 

Also wearing a_ gun throughiout 
the hearing, Sergeant John Lehane 
rcpresented the San Francisco Po- 
lice Officers Association. Sgt. Le- 
hane stated that the City could ex- 
Pect greatly increased expenditures 
for disability payments and pen- 
slons 这 the height requirement 
were ]jowered to 5?7” since smaller 
Policemen would be morelikely to 
be injured，When Commissioner 
Yori Wada asked if this position 
was Supported by evidence from 
Iecords of disability benefits paid 
out during the past years, Sgt. Le- 
hane stated that such evidence was* 
not available. 

Sgt Lehane made clear,however， 
that thePolice Officers Association 

_ was “opposed to the reduction of 
any standards of qualifications for 
the police department.”， Although 
he felt that lowering the height re- 


quirement one inch was equivalent 
to lowering standards，minority 
sSpokesmen strongly supported 
Such a change as potentially raising 
the standards of the department. 
According to 工 . Ling-chi Wang, co- 
chairman of the Chinese for Affir- 
mative Action, 这 coupled with ac- 
tive recruitment and reform of se- 
lection criteria， such a change 
would mean bringing into the de- 
partment“people who had geater 
ability to understand，communi- 
cate and work with the variety of 
people and communities that make 
up San Francisco.?” 

In Jine with the need for more 
policemen who could worKk with 
the many ethnic communities of 
the city，Officer Donald Tong of 
the Police Community Relations 
Bureau pointed out that at present， 
out of the entire police force of 
1800，only three were of Chinese 
descent. 和 A representative of the 
Latino community and Wang 
added that priority should be given 
to recruiting bilingual persong into 
the police _ department rather than 
to funding Spanish and Cantonese 
language classes for police (current- 
ly underway). Lowering theheight 
requirement would make recruit- 
ment of such badly needed persons 
Imore feasible. 

Supervisor 及 obert Gonzales 
voiced his support of the proposed 
change to 5 7”，addqding that 576” 
wouldalso be acceptable. He stated 
that he questioned the need for a 
height requirement atall. Some dis- 
agreement arose between Civil Ser- 
Vice Commission chairman John 
Molinari and Supervisor Gonzales 
Over the issue of recruitment 
throughout 11 Western states. 
Supervisor Gonzales had previous- 
]y voted on the Board in favor of 
open recruitment，although recog- 
nizing the importance of having 
officers who understood the com- 
munities they were assigned to， 
whereas chairman Molinari flatly 
Opposed such open recruitment， 
feeling that positions could be 
fiiled by qualified residents. 

Throughout the hearing，the 
question of whether heighthad any 
direct bearing on the quality of law 
enforcement was raised. According 
to Wang,“One of the chief func- 
tions of the police is definitely not 
to intimidate people，either crimi- 
nals or non-criminals. .. . De- 
emphasizing the size and height (of 
Policemen)j and recruiting more 
policemen from minority cormmu- 
nities are among the first steps 
toward improving police imageand 
police community relations.” 

Several of the community par- 
ticipants and observers commented 
after the hearing that they had felt 
intimidated during the meeting by 
the two police representatives who 
had worn their guns during the 
hearing and while delivering their 
staterments. 
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LA gaming 
charges 
dismissed 


LOS ANGELES 一 Gambling 
charges against eight Orientals were 
dismissed a fortnight ago in Su- 


perior Court on 蒜 ounds that evi- 


dence was obtained jlegally. 

On the night of January 29th， 
1970, an officer of the Los Angeles 
police department clinrbed on a 
ladder overlooking a second-story 
window at 940 Chunking Road. 

From this vantagepoint heheard 
sounds，including words，that 
caused him to believe that gam- 
bling was being committed. He sig- 
nalled officers on the 簿 ound to 
break in and arrest the occupants. 

Counsel for the defense Fred 玉 ， 
Wong contended that the observa- 
tions from the ladder constituted 
an unlawful invasion ofprivacy and 
would not be admissible in evi- 
dence not standing alone consti- 
tute reasonable grounds for arrest， 

Even 计 the prior observations of 
the officer haqd been sufficient to 
justify the issuance of a warrant， 
they are insufficient to show the 
crime as being conducted in the 
Presence of the officer. An arrest 
without warrant based thereon 
wouldbe anillegal arrest. 2 

Wong added that property seized 
as a direct result of an jlegal arrest 
or an uplawful invasion of Property 
is not admissible in evidence- The 
fact that the officers later obtained 
a search warrant by which the 
property .was seized does mnot 
change the rule. If the conduct of 
the police officers in entering the 
Premises was unlawful，a search 
warrant subsequently obtained 
based upon their observations after 
entry is invalid. 

The presiding Superior Court 
magistrates，Judges Whyte and 
Smith，concurred and reversed the 
Municipal Court order denying mo- 
tion to suppress_ evidence under 
Penal Code Section 1538.5.

Mayor Joseph L. Alioto has ap- 
Pointed attorney George Y. Chinn 
toayvacant seat on the city'spower- 
ful Board of Permit Appeals. 

Alioto cited the 49-year-old 
Chinn's “outstanding and exten- 
Sive career in public service.”The 
mayor said his new appointee will 
fill out the term of the late Fred 
Ainslee，who died last week. The 
term will run for another year. 

Chinn，who will give up his seat 
on the Social Services Commission 
to join the Board of Permit Ap- 
peals，was an assistant district at- 
torney in San Francisco for nine 
years. He resigned in 1968 to enter 
Private Practice， 

He ran unsuccessfully for the 
Board of Supervisors in 1969, but 
his more than 70,000 votes were 
the largest total ever amassed by a 
Chinese candidate and just 12,000 
votes short of winning. 

Chinn was born in the city in 
1921 and attended locali schools， 
including the University of Cali- 
fornia and Hastings School of Law. 
He also studied at Lingnan Uni- 
Versity in Canton. 

Before entering college，Chinn 
Served four years in the U.S. Army 
and was discharged in 1946 with 
therank of staff sergeant， 

He is married to the former Frene 
Chin，a third generation native of 
the city,， and they have four sons. 

Chinn is adirector of the Chinese 
Six Companies，Vvice president of 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
and a director of the Yeong Wo 
Benevolent Association. He has 
taken part in several other civic and 
social organizations in the city. 

His appointment to the Board of 
Permit Appeals，which has broad

Federal regulation against the 
employment of aliens is one reason 
there are few Chinese andJapanese 
in Givil Service jobs，Mrs. Lillian 
Sing of the Chinese Newcomers 
Service Center at 1042 Grant Ave. 
saidhere last week. 

Commenting on the suit filed in 
U.S$，、District Court here by five 
Chinese non-citizens asking that 
federal agencies be ordered to offer 
them employment，Mrs. Sing said 
not just the federal government， 
but “quite a lot of employers re- 
quire citizenship.” 

HARDSHIPS 


While the goal of mostaliens is to 
become citizemns, she said, the proc- 
ess can require“five years, IOre OF 
less.”The federal regulation works 
a hardsihblip on residents who are 
“subject to every obligation of citi- 
Zenship，including taxes，without 
enjoying the Privileges.”It also de- 
prives the _ government of talented 
people, she added. 

Not yet a citizen herself，Mrs. 
Sing cited the instance of a young 
man from Hong Kong with“anex- 
cellent forestry background，who 
speaks very good English”but can- 
not work for the U.S. Forestry Ser- 
Vice because he has only been in the 
CoOUntry a year. 


OLDER ALIENS 


There are also older aliens who 
have been in the United States 30 
and 40 years，have reared families 
and pay taxes but cannot pass the 
English language section of the citi- 
Zenship test and, therefore, cannot 
become citizens.

Prejudice against the Oriental in America is no longer 
区 08S Or blatant as in the past. Nevertheless, it is Still ubi- 
quitious althousgh now couched in very Sophisticatedq, Sub- 
tle forms，Unfortunately; to many observers not SensitiVe 
to the new nuances of prejudice, there is the frequent Imis- 
interpretation that there is no longer any discrimination 2- 
2ainst Orientals. 


The Nezyoxrp 7Tz7es article of December 13, 1970;,:by 
Fox Butterfield is an exaimple of such misinterpretation. 
There is noiquestion that the raclal milieu was more OPp- 
Pressive in the 1940's and 1950'"S$ when many Chiriese- 
Americans with Bachelors degrees and even advanced Unil- 
verslity degrees could not 下 nd work in whitec companles， 
and when they could not purchase homes in the “nicer” 
resldential areas. But thlis Improvement has not been a- 
chievcd solcely by“chance.”Due to the Civil Rights legis- 
lation of 1964, reinforced by Exccutive Order 11246 of 
Septenmber 25, 1965, companlcs withgoverninent contracts， 
(including Honceywell Informmation Systems and Virtually 
all other major corporations) must now Pursue an affirm- 
atlvVc action Program to hire, recruit, train, and promote 
minority grOoup mcembers. 


Younger Asian-Americans - in contrast to thcir elders 
who werec grateful just to be in America and who were also 
silent for fear of deportation - expectsthe full 上 aights:and 
privileges of citizenship, not second class status，JIrue, ma- 
ny Chinese， “whose humble Parents had to iron the laun- 
dry and garden the lawns of white Americans,， encounter 
fewer barriers to becoming doctors, lawyers, architects， 
and professors, but it is also true these Same Professionals 
have not been able to become members of the 9an Fran- 
cisco Board of Supervisors,， Board of Pducation, or any 
other key Commissions，EFrom Piivate Industry to govern- 
ment agencies; Orientals in San Francisco (despite their re- 
puted superior educational qualifications and 14% Popu- 
lation) still are underrepresented in executive, manager- 
ial, supervisory, sales, personnel, and highly paid craft po- 
sitions Such as iron workers, operating engimneers, plum- 
bers, and electrlclans. 


Like the Blacks and Chicanos, conditions have improved 
substantially within the last two decades and it 1s nOW eas- 
ier to cite a few success”stories。 But a few cases whether 
they be Willie Mays, Mayor Carl Stokes, Wilson Riles, 35. 工 
Havakawa, or Gerald Tsai do not Prove barriers are no 
longer in existence。 More appropriately, the questlon 
should be posed,“wAhy is it that so few minorities have 
been able to make it" in the system2 


The Nerw ForR Taes article states，“It is interesting 
that in interviews with dozens of Chinese and japanese 
Americans from Executives . . . to militant students in 
Chinatown, very few complaints of discrimination in jobs， 
housing, or education could be found.” 了 Perhaps 过 tpe Arez 
YozR 7Tz7zes would have sent a representative to the 了 PEC 
hearing in San Francisco on December 10th when over 20 
individuals testified for three hours on problems of discrim- 
ination faced by Chinese-Americans, the conclusion drawn 
would have been a difterent one.

equal employment opportunities, are not aWare of the 
forces which have opened up the doors to job opportunm- 
ity. It is not Simply a case of JI you have ability and 
cafi adapt to the American way of speaking， dressing， and 
doing things, then itdoesnt matter any Inore iE you are 
Chinese.”Qnuite the contrary, Equal Empjoyment 所 Da 
portunity programs have Stressed to coTPOLatlons the obli- 


gation to be more tolerant of the cultural diversity Prce- 
sented by the various cthnic groups and sub-cultures of 

the society whiether it be a Black with an Afro (hairdo) or 
an Oricental with an accent.， For example, corporations':are 
reduired to eliminate culturally biased tests such as the 
Wonderlic unless the tests can be demonstrated to be direct- 
ly related to actual perftormance redquired on the job JIn ad- 
dition, minority group members have frequently bcen added 
to recruitment and promotional panels to insure greater ob- 
jectivity and to reduce the chances of racial or cultural blas. 
Most importantly, corporations must now set goals amnd 
timetables to consciously and deliberately seek out minor- 
ity Sroup apPlicants in areas where there are a current un- 
derutilization. 


The Ne YozrR 7Tzmacs notes that Imany Chinesc may un- 
knowingly perceive a crisis of identity rather than prejud- 
ice。 In reality, however, the issues of discrimination, ldent- 
ity, and alienation are closely interconnected and in_ many 
ways inseparable， Identity crises exlist because Orientals 
are told that if they just act white, they will be treated ac- 
cordingly, but subconsciously they know that being Chinese 
still means they will not be allowed to join the Elks Club,: 
“Wellesley Country Club,”etc. Even 让 they should live im 
a wealthy, exclusive Suburb armed with a University de- 
gree, professional license, and great hope, the question 
Persists whether he will be treated and accepted as an 
equal. 


Weall know of many Orientals who in their quest for ac- 
ceptance have rejected their Oriental identity and heritage. 
It ls indeed a heavy Price to-pay for admlssion to a gouP 
that one must reject one"s own background since thls 1s a 
form of selft-hatred.， Even more vital and critical, Orientals 
are distinguished by certain physical traits and character- 
istics unique to Orientals. Even 让 an Oriental should go to 
the extreme of changing his name from Wong to Wiright， 
and have surgery pertormed to make his eyes more oval in 
conformity to Western ideals of beauty, there will always 


be some Caucasians who will remind him that “all Orient-

The fund-raising drive for the 7zaterrzztioncl orel was initiated 
to combat tremendous debts incurred (through no fault of its OwWDn) 
during the year。 During lease negotiations with the Owner, tenants 
Were tricked into paying overwhelming amounts such as $40,000 a 
year for rent (whereas the leasee .before paid $913,000 a year)， 
$25;000a year for property taxes (of which the owner of the PIOPper- 
tyis usually responsible fonD), $43,000 for a loan from Bank of Amer- 
ica for recnostruction due to fire damage (though ”3$45.000 was 
covered, and thus paid to the owner by the insurance company), and 
$7,000 to complete electrical work (to bring the 7Pterratiomal up to 
city code). 

Here again, injustice and inequality prevailed as it has done for 
Overa century. Despite the financial problems, the tenants and workc 
ers have SurIvived one year of the two-to-three year lease, and in the 
Process have strenghtened and educated themselves，
